CUBAN TARIFF QUESTION.

HE Republican leaders in Congress appear to 
have reached the conclusion that to carry out 


the urgent recommendations of the President anc 
General Wood concerning commercial concessions 
to Cuba until an independem government has been 
established on that island. 


While the leaders recognize the soundness o 


Gen. Wood's argument, they hold that the obstacle 
in the reduction of duties from Cuba is the decision 
of the Supreme Court. To remit the duties on ar 
tides from one foreign country too, would justify 
others in asking for the same favors which could not 
be well refused under existing treaties. 


Those who favor ultimate annexation are now 


opposed to forcing it, or granting it even then, until 
the Cubans themselves ask for it. That is the Cu- 
ban policy of the Republican leaders at the latest 
develooment. Once an independent government is 
set up in Cuba, and placed in full control of the 
island, under the I latt amendment, as is expected 
will occur before the end of the present session of 
Congress, the present feeling of the leaders is that 
a reciprocity treaty should be negotiated with that 
government, which will yield to it much, if not all 
of the favors now asked for on terms to be settled 
later. 


There will of course be strenuous opposition en- 


countered from the beet sugar interests and others 
in dread of Cuban competition, and they doubtless 
have it in their power to precipitate a bifter fight 
in Congress, but the leading Republican Senators 
are at present unterrified by the prospect. 
They 


declare themselves in favor of fair treatment of the 
Cubans and profess their purpose to extend it so 
soon as tha establishment of a government which 
can be negotiated with, makes such action possible. 
Whether Cuba can keep her feet in the meantime 
remains to be seen. 
Her complete understanding 


of the situation which prevents the United States 
from granting now, the commercial favors asked for, 
should, hosvever, stimulate her to hasten as much 
as possible the organization of her government.
